Volvo XC90 

First drive Volvo’s seven-seat SUV and best-seller is all new for 2015 
Verdict Refined and comfortable; showcases Volvo’s exciting future

There’s vast space for the two front-seat occupants, 
and everything feels extremely well put together 
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CAST YOUR MIND back to 2002. 
Pierce Brosnan was still James Bond, 
Harry Potter was only about to start 
weaving his magic on the big 
screen, and the world bade a sad 
farewell to the Queen Mother. Oh 
yes, and Volvo launched the XC90, 
which is still on sale (and selling 
steadily thanks to discounts) ahead 
of its replacement this summer. 
About time, too. 

The forthcoming XC90 is 
completely new, and is based on 
an all-new platform called SPA 
(Scaleable Product Architecture), 
which will form the basis of a range 
of models over the next four years. 

It’s bigger inside and more 
versatile than its predecessor 
(which is the least you’d expect, 
really), on top of which the quality 
is vastly better. There’s also a new 
infotainment system. 

Volvo has also ditched its old 
five- and six-cylinder engines, 
choosing instead to use a set of 
cleaner, more frugal four-cylinder 
units enhanced by supercharging 
and turbocharging. The first of 
those is the 3i6bhp 2.0-litre T6 
petrol, but the biggest seller in the 
UK will be the 222bhp 2.0-litre D5 
diesel, which emits a company-car 
friendly I49g/km of CO2. Lastly 
there’s a T8 plug-in hybrid, which 
combines a 2.0 petrol with electric 
motors to produce 395bhp, yet 
which emits just 59g/km of CO2. 

Smaller engines are punchy 

The D5 diesel engine certainly 
feels on the pace. It pulls strongly 
from lyoorpm over a wide band, 
so the standard eight-speed 
automatic gearbox never needs 
to work hard. 

Refinement is good, too. There’s 
very little vibration at the controls 
and it settles down nicely at a 
cruise. Yes, there’s a four-cylinder 
diesel rattle when pushed, but it 
never becomes intrusive. However, 
all cars suffer some wind noise 
from the door mirrors at speed, and 
it’s a shame the gearbox shifts are 
sometimes a little jerky. Volvo is 
working to rectify this before 
deliveries begin.

The T6 petrol has to be worked 
harder, but there’s still more than 
enough torque at the ready for 
slip-road dashes and confident 
overtaking. Engine refinement is 
better than the diesel’s, with only 
a distant growl at high revs to 
remind you it’s being worked. 

Refinement is even better in the 
T8. Its pure-electric mode is 
whine-free, even outside town, and 
even when the petrol engine does 
kick in there’s no fuss. Hit the 
accelerator and the electric motors’ 
near-instant torque flings you 
forward before the engine joins the 
fray; the o-62mph time of just 
6.4sec will worry many a hot hatch. 

All the test cars we drove were 
fitted with £2150 optional air 
suspension (steel springs are 
standard) and larger- than-entry- 
level 20-inch wheels. Although hard 


to judge properly on our smooth 
Spanish test route, ride quality was 
very good, with even large bumps 
damped well and having next to 
no effect on occupants. 

Air suspension allows you to firm 
up the XCqo’s dampers by selecting 
‘Dynamic’ mode, which also brings 
a more responsive throttle and 
more steering weight. Even in the 
firmer setting the XCqo’s body 
tends to lean in bends, but it hangs 
on well, and feels no less composed 
than a Range Rover Sport. 

The steering has been set up for 
comfort rather than performance 
and that’s no bad thing. It’s light 
enough for town driving, but 
weights up enough to provide 
confidence when cornering. 

More space, more luxury 

What was desirable in 2002 on the 
previous model’s interior is now 
best described as ‘functional’ in 
2015. Just as well that this new 
model moves the game on then. 

We’re yet to sample entry-level 
‘Momentum’ trim, but our 
high-grade ‘Inscription’ test cars 
benefitted from high-quality 
stitched-leather surfaces higher up, 
and plenty of dense, textured 
soft-touch areas below. A range of 
optional dash and door trims helps 
lift the cabin further. 

Every XC90 gets a 9.0-inch 
touchscreen infotainment system, 
arranged portrait-style, which is 
a welcome change in a Volvo.

There’s a home-screen from 
which you can swipe once right and 
once left, with a single physical 
home button beneath, all of which 
is designed to replicate the tablets 
and smart phones we’re all used to. 
It’s a pleasure to use, and its speedy 
reaction times and simple menu 
layouts make its touch-screen safe 
to use while driving. 

Importantly, Volvo’s usually 
button-heavy dash design is gone, 
replaced with a cleaner design 
that has just eight buttons for 
controlling climate and simple 
audio functions. R Design and 
Inscription models also get 
a brilliant 12.3-inch digital 
instrument cluster. 

The lofty roofline ensures plenty 
of space for those in the front 
seats, and that brilliant headroom 
continues to the middle row, where 
legroom is also generous enough 
to accommodate a couple of 
six-footers with ease. In fact, three 
adults will sit in relative comfort 
side-by-side, even if the 
transmission tunnel protrudes 
slightly for the middle passenger. 

All XC90S get seven seats as 
standard; the rearmost pair folds 
up from a completely flat position 
within the boot floor. 

These sixth and seventh seats are 
the same design as the others, so 
provide very good comfort, and 
head- and legroom room in the

While Volvo has spent the past 
decade trying to shake off its 
stuffy image, it hasn’t lost sight 
of its core values. 

That’s why the new XC90, 
sports a vast array of the latest 
safety systems beyond its six 
standard airbags and electronic 
stability control. 

The first of these is its city 
braking system - a standard 
feature across the range, it 
operates up to 31mph. It uses 
forward and side-facing sensors 
to detect other vehicles slowing 
down (even in the dark) and can 
automatically stop the car should 
you fail to react in time. 

This system also includes the 
ability to detect and pick out 
pedestrians and cyclists, making 
it one of the most advanced of its 
type. Again, front sensors can 
detect bikes or people swerving 
out in front of the car and will 
respond by bringing it to a halt. 

For an extra £1500 on all trims 
Volvo will add its Intellisafe Pro 
system. This includes Queue 
Assist, which will keep the car 
moving at low speeds (again up 
to 31mph) in town, maintaining 
a set distance between you and 
the car in front. It will also steer 
the car gently should you 
inadvertently wander out of 
your lane, and it will stop the 
car, too. 

Intellisafe also brings Rear 
Collision Mitigation, which uses 
rear-pointing sensors to detect 
an imminent collision and set 
about tightening the seatbelts 
and flashing the hazard lights 
to warn the driver behind that 
they’re about to crash into you.

better than in a BMW X5 or Range 
Rover Sport. Access to the third row 
is better than these rivals’ too. 

Those rivals can’t compete with 
the XCgo’s huge 775-litre boot, 
either, and its two rear rows can be 
folded easily to leave a flat floor and 
1951 litres of space. The middle seats 
can also slide forward and back 
individually to free up more boot 
space or legroom as required. 

A compelling package 

Even going for the cheapest 
Momentum trim gets you 19-inch 
alloy wheels, leather seats, climate 
control, DAB radio, Bluetooth, 
sat-nav, an electric tailgate, 
automatic LED headlights and 
wipers and rear parking sensors. 
This trim, combined with our 
favourite engine, the D5, means 
the XC90 is priced marginally 
above BMW’s four-cylinder diesel 
X5 xDrive25d SE, but beats its 
performance, fuel economy 
and CO2 figures, while offering 
more equipment and seven seats 
as standard. 

The Porsche Cayenne is better to 
drive, but is a strict five-seater, and 
isn’t nearly as refined or spacious 
inside. You’d also need to spend 


a fortune to get it close to the 
Volvo’s level of kit. The Range Rover 
Sport blends comfort and 
performance well and has more 
equipment, but no standard third 
row of seats and costs around 
£16,000 more to buy. 

We’ll have to wait to drive an 
XC90 with standard suspension 
and wheels on UK roads before we 
can say for certain, but based on 
what we’ve experienced, everyone 
in the market for a large SUV should 
have the XC90 on their shortlist.

As a result, 
many of the parts of the Kadjar 
that you can’t see - including the 
chassis and engines - are shared 
with Nissan, while lots of the bits 
you can see take their own 
distinctive direction on the small 
SUV theme. 

Among the most significant 
differences - looks aside - is that 
the Kadjar is slightly larger than the 
Qashqai: it is 4.45m long, 1.84m 
wide and is 1.6m high. This means, 
for instance, it offers a slightly 
larger boot than the Qashqai’s - it is 
42 litres larger at 472 litres with the 
seats in place. 


Two diesels, one petrol 

The 1.5 and 1.6 diesel engines will 
be the headline offerings if you’re 
after sheer economy. They’re 
largely unchanged from those in 
the Qashqai, so the economy and 
emissions figures are much the 
same; the loSbhp 1.5 is the more 
economical, returning 74.3mpg 
and emitting ggg/km of CO2. 

There will also be a i28bhp 1.2 
DIG-T petrol engine which, like 
the two diesels, is available with 
a six-speed manual gearbox. If you 
want an auto, then the 1.5-litre 
diesel is your only option. 

What’s It like Inside? 

We’ve yet to have a good look at the 
interior, but Renault is playing up 
the practicality of the Kadjar. The 
boot, for instance, comes with 
several practical touches, such as 
handles to drop the rear seats in a 
60/40 split, an adjustable boot 
floor, and a system that allows the 
boot area to be split into two or 


three sections to stop shopping 
rolling around all over the place. 

The front passenger seat backrest 
can also be folded flat to create a 
small table, or to load longer items, 
while Renault also says there are 30 
litres of storage around the cabin. 

Full UK specification will be 
revealed closer to the on-sale date, 
but the Kadjar will come in three 


trim levels, likely called Expression, 
Dynamique and Signature. 

The exact equipment that each 
trim will get is still unclear, but 
Renault has confirmed that Kadjar 
buyers will be able to choose from a 
reversing camera, a hands-free 
parking system, engine stop-start, 
emergency brake assist, lane- 
departure warning and road-sign

recognition with speed limit alerts. 

The Kadjar will also come with 
the latest version of Renault’s 
R-Link 2 infotainment system, 
which will he able to offer voice 
control, navigation, Bluetooth and 
a DAB radio. 

Off-road capability 

Despite the Kadjar being a mainly 
on-road car, it is also designed to 
cope with some off-roading, so will 
be offered with the choice of two- or 
four-wheel drive. The two-wheel- 
drive models will come with an 
electronic Extended Grip system 
that’s claimed to help on slippery 
surfaces. Meanwhile, the all-wheel- 
drive system can be switched to be 
either two-wheel drive, four-wheel 
drive or left to sort things out itself 
in auto mode. 

The Kadjar’s off-road ability is 
boosted by its 190mm ground 
clearance, the presence of front 
and rear skid plates and a stainless 
steel boot-sill guard.

How much does It cost? 

Pricing hasn’t been confirmed, 
but the Kadjar is expected to be 
competitive with the likes of the 
Qashqai and Mazda CX-5 - the 
Nissan range starts at £18,265 and 
tops out at £28,500. 

Customers should be able to get 
an even better deal once discounts 
are factored in. Levels of discounts 
on the rest of Renault’s models 
suggest price cuts will start to 
happen fairly quickly after launch.

Skoda Superb 

First look Extra-spacious and luxurious new rival for the Ford Mondeo 
On sale June Price from £19,000 (est) 



SKODA HAS CARVED out a 
reputation for offering cars that are 
particularly spacious for their class 
- and that trend is set to continue 
with the new Superh family car. 
Due in UK dealers this autumn, it 
is set to rival the Ford Mondeo and 
Vauxhall Insignia on price hut offer 
space on a par with larger models 
from premium manufacturers. 


was always generous in this area, 
although you do notice improved 
rear headroom and greater 
shoulder room for front and rear 
passengers. Four grown-ups would 
be able to stretch out in the Superb’s 
cabin without concern. 

Unlike the outgoing Superb, 
which offered a novel boot that 
could operate as a saloon or a 


hatchback, the new model gets a 
conventional hatch. The boot itself

39 litres up on a Passat and 84 litres 
more than a Mondeo. 

The cabin gets improved 
materials throughout and a neat, 
conservative fascia design that 
mixes metal finishes and soft-touch 


plastics. It’s dominated by the 
central infotainment touch-screen, 
which is standard on all models. 

What’s under the bonnet? 

The engine line-up will be focused 
on diesels, starting with a iiSbhp 
1.6-litre unit that should emit 
around I03g/km of CO2 in manual 
form, or io6g/km when equipped 


Even roomier than before 

This is the third generation of 
Superb, and first impressions 
suggest Skoda has done little to 
mess with the existing formula. 

It’s only a little longer than the 
car it replaces (3cm) and is actually 
slightly shorter than the latest 
Mondeo hatchback. 

However, there’s much more 
room between the front and rear 
axles (8cm more than the old car, 
and 9cm up on the latest Passat) to 
free up space in the cabin and boot. 

The rear legroom feels broadly 
similar to that of the old car, which

Superb is only a bit longer than before, but big wheelbase releases cabin space 
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with a seven-speed automatic 
gearbox. This motor will also be 
offered in more efficient, manual- 
only Greenline trim; the CO2 
emissions of that model are 
expected to be around ghg/km. 

The core diesel motor will be 
a 2.0-litre unit in two tunes. In 
I48bhp form it will emit io6g/km 
of CO2 (ii6g/km as a DSG auto), 
and the more powerful iSybhp 
edition emits loyg/km as a manual, 
ii9g/km as an auto or I3ig/km as 
an auto with four-wheel drive. 

Petrol engines will continue to be 
offered in the UK, although they’ll 
account for only a tiny percentage 
of sales. The two motors will 
actually book-end the range; the 
overall entry-level Superb will be 
a 1.4 turbo petrol with I48bhp and 
CO2 emissions of ii5g/km, while 
the range-topper will be a 2y6bhp 
2.0-litre turbo petrol, equipped 
with a seven-speed DSG automatic 
gearbox and four-wheel drive. It’ll 
emit i64g/km of CO2.

STANDING STILL MEANS going 
backwards in the family saloon and 
estate market, what with the 
introduction of the all-conquering 
new Ford Mondeo and the classy 
and roomy Volkswagen Passat. In 
order to keep up, the middle-aged 
Mazda 6 has had some styling 
improvements, engine and chassis 
tweaks and active safety equipment 
and extra standard kit added. 


have modified it for a softer, 
quieter ride. 

Standard equipment on 
entry-level SE cars now includes 
a DAB radio and a yin touchscreen 
system. The range-topping Sport 
Nav version comes with heated 
leather front seats, Bose surround 
audio, European sat-nav and a head- 
up display; plenty of kit for your 
£2 6k, then. 


Our test car was a I48bhp 2.2-Iitre 
turbodiesel, in mid-spec SE-L trim, 
with a six-speed automatic gearbox. 
The new interior is a decent 
improvement. For starters, Mazda’s 
piano black dashboard trim (which 
showed up fingerprints) has been 
replaced by leather-faced plastic 
that’s vastly more practical. 

The touchscreen multimedia 
system, rotary controller and heater 


controls have been lifted from the 
Mazda 3, and look much neater 
than what went before. The new 
instruments are a bit uninspiring, 
the new seats fairly large and 
comfortable, but while the 
sprinkling of richer materials is 
very welcome, the 6’s cabin still has 
a few cheaper-looking fixtures. 

This remains a relatively practical 
car in the class, with good head and 
leg room all-round; the 1600-litre 
boot (with the seats folded) is larger 
than most of its rivals’. 

No need to rev the diesel 

On the road, at low revs and under 
light load, the diesel engine’s 
gruffness and vibration are now 
better suppressed. A good slug of 
low- and mid-range pulling power 
means you rarely need to rev the 
engine beyond sooorpm. If you do, 
the gearbox manages both upshifts 
and kickdowns judiciously and 
harnesses the engine’s low- rev 
strength well. 

The suspension tweaks are 
more of a qualified success; the 
ride is more compliant than it was, 
coping with smooth surfaces and 
gentler bumps well. However, it’s 
not as good on rougher roads - 
there’s too much road noise and 
the car fidgets over small ruts. 

Handling has taken more of 
a backwards step. The weighty, 
reassuring steering of the outgoing 
car has been replaced by a set-up 
that’s just as direct but too light, so 
the car feels a little vague and hard 
to place through a corner. It’s also 
too imprecise when you’re cruising 
along a straight road. Grip, response 
and body control are all still strong, 
but it’s less enjoyable to drive. 

Mazda’s updates for the 
undoubtedly handsome 6 Tourer 
have answered many of its flaws 
head-on. However, dynamically, 
this version offers a key 
compromise: greater refinement at 
the price of less driver engagement.

Go Further 
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Interior feels snug but not cramped, and well equipped 


There are no motors to put up the roof, but it’s no hardship 


UNTIL RECENTLY, WHEN a new 
car was launched there was a good 
chance it would be heavier than 
its predecessor. There’s been a bit 
of a turnaround lately though, as 
car makers strive to increase fuel 
economy. Cars are now often lighter 
than the models they replace, and 
there’s no better example than this 
new Mazda MX-5. 

This fourth chapter in the 26-year 
MX-5 story is extremely light. It’s 
also the shortest version yet of 
Mazda’s two-seat roadster, and is 
powered by the smallest engine 
ever fitted to the model. 

There is a 1.5-litre petrol engine 
under the bonnet, powering the 
rear wheels through a six-speed 
manual gearbox. The engine 
produces isobhp, which doesn’t 
sound like a lot for a sports car, but 
Mazda’s engineers told us that our 
test car weighed less than a tonne. 
That’s around 200kg less than the 
competition, so that isobhp doesn’t 
have much to shift. 


It’s lightweight, not flimsy 

Despite the compact dimensions 
and the reduction in weight, 
however, the MX-5 doesn’t feel 
cramped or like its interior is 
made from cheap plastics. In 
fact, although our test car was 
a prototype and not all the interior 
surfaces had been moulded to 
production standards, it felt 
classier than the car it’ll replace.

The driving position is generally 
good, although we’d prefer it if 
there were also reach adjustment 
for the rake-only moveable steering 
wheel. Still, even though Mazda has 
moved the two seats closer to the 
centre line of the car to improve 
weight distribution, shoulder room 
remains fine for two. 

The new car has a canvas roof 
only; there’s no folding hard-top 


Why light is fantastic 

When it comes to sports cars, 
reducing weight is a virtuous circle. 
The less mass you have to propel, 
the less power you need to do it. 

So even though the 1.5-litre engine 
is modestly powered, acceleration 
is acceptable. There’ll be a 2.0-litre 
version later if you want to 
accelerate faster still. 

The 1.5-litre engine revs quite 
high, to 7500rpm, and sounds 
pleasant when you take it there. 
More rewarding still, though, is 
the gearshift, which is incredibly 
positive and precise. 

Mazda has used a great deal 
of aluminium in the car’s 
construction, and also specifically 
tried to reduce weight at each end 
of the car. That makes the MX-5 
incredibly nimble - few cars are 
so willing to change direction. 
Combine that with steering that’s 
accurate and pleasingly weighted, 
and driving the MX-5 is a real joy 
on a country road. 

Better still, because it’s so light it 
doesn’t need huge tyres to generate 
lots of grip, or firm suspension, so 
it sits on modestly sized i6in wheels 
that make it genuinely comfortable 
in everyday driving. It’s also 
(relatively) practical, with a few 
cubbies inside and a boot that, 
while far from vast, is as large as 
you’d reasonably expect. 

Equipment levels are yet to be 
confirmed, but going by past form, 
Mazda will get the essentials right 
when the car goes on sale in August. 
Ditto the price, which we believe 
will start from around £19,000. 

Eew rivals can be had for less than 
£20,000. Eewer still are so much 
fun to drive.

THE AUDI TT has already covered 
itself in glory by winning this year's 
What Car?

Removing a car's the roof can 
reduce the body's rigidity which 
often results in sloppy handling. 
This isn't the case with the TT. In 
fact, it feels virtually unaffected by 
having a fabric roof in place of the 
tin-top.

Part of this stability is down 
to the clever variable-ratio steering, 
which means the wheel needs only 
small inputs to execute stable 
high-speed direction changes, yet it 
also avoids feeling nervous on the 
motorway or around town. 

The Roadster get the same range 
of engines as the coupe: a 2.0-litre 


diesel and 2.0 petrols with either 
227bhp or 3o6bhp (the latter of 
which is four-wheel drive only and 
badgedTTS). 

We drove the 2.0 TFSI on standard 
suspension, forgoing the lowered 
set-up that's a no-cost option on 
S line models. Even on 19-inch 
alloys big bumps are smoothed 
over quite easily and only really 
broken surfaces cause a heavy 
shudder, while body roll is kept 
to a minimum in cornering. We'd 
choose this ahead of the firmer 
set-up which, from experience in 
the coupe, is likely to make the 
Roadster feel unsettled. 

This engine will be the most 
popular, and it's easy to see why. 

It picks up the pace strongly from 
low revs and becomes explosively 
rapid once you're into the mid to 
upper rev ranges. Explosive 
enough, in fact, that you'll get 
some scrabbling from the front 
wheels on damp surfaces. You can 
avoid that by spending £1430 on 
a four- wheel-drive version. 


We favour the manual gearbox 
over the six-speed automatic that 
was fitted to our test car. Although 
the auto is smooth, it can be 
fractionally slow to respond unless 
you change up and down using the 
wheel-mounted paddles or stick it 
in Dynamic mode. The auto will be 
great for those who want an easy 
commute, but the manual is more 
fun and is never a chore to use. 


Marginally smaller boot 

Behind the seats is an enclosed area 
into which the roof tucks itself, 
leaving a useful 280 litres of boot 
space (down from 305 litres in the 
tin- top) whether the roof is up or 
down - more than enough for 
normal daily use. There's quite 
a high lip to lift things over, but 
even so the TT is quite practical 
by the standards of this class. 

If you're in the market for the 
TT Roadster, then you're probably 
also considering the BMW Z4 or 
Mercedes SLK. The TT is more fun to 
drive, yet is just as easy to live with. 
It also has all the practical and 
financial boxes ticked, including 
great resale values, a competitive 
list price and reasonable running 
costs. There's no need to make a 
head-versus-heart decision then - 
the TT looks set to be the best of 
its kind on every front.

Refinement is no barrier to daily 
enjoyment of the TT Roadster, 
either. The fully electric fabric roof, 
which can be raised or lowered in 
around 10 seconds and at up to 
3imph, keeps wind noise to a 
subdued flutter, so road noise is 
actually the more noticeable 
background accompaniment on 
the motorway. It is a shame that 
the retractable wind deflector 
costs £425, because without it 
a fair amount of wind is whipped 
around the back of your neck when 
the roof's down. Rear visibility is 
predictably hampered by the roof 
when it's up, too. 

The dashboard is unchanged 
from the coupe's, so you get the 
huge digital readout that 
encompasses the dials and all 
ancillary readouts within the 
driver's binnacle. Equipment is 
decent, too, although even on 
high-spec S line models most 
buyers will want to add sat-nav, 
rear-parking sensors and cruise 
control, at a cost of £2520.

Jaguar XE 3.0 S 

First drive Currently the most powerful version of Jaguar’s new compact exec 
Verdict Good fun. fast and smooth, but it’ll cost you 


which is still the best in class. 
Generally, fit and finish are good, 
but while it’s spacious up front, 
rear leg and headroom are around 
icm poorer than in the XE’s main 
rivals, the Mercedes-Benz C-Class 
and BMW 3 Series. The boot is, 
relatively, poorer still, at 450 litres 
rather than the 480 youTl get 
elsewhere, but it’s still respectable. 

Is there a trade-off for this 
shortage of practicality? If you 
value handling there is. This 
supercharged variant is available 
in only range-topping ‘S’ trim, 
which has adaptive suspension as 
standard. This system monitors 
road conditions and throttle and 
steering inputs, and stiffens or 
softens the set-up accordingly. 

That means the XE is supple 
over bumps and surface 
imperfections when you’re 
cruising, but retains very good 
control of its body movements 
when you ask more of it. The 
steering is accurate and slick, too. 
Combine all that with the smooth 
and powerful engine and you’ve 
got a genuinely enjoyable car on 
your hands. 





Spacious up front, less so in the rear; auto ’box is a peach 

Most of the rest of the XE package 
is as we found on the diesel. The 
vehicles we’ve driven are late 
prototypes, so some of the interior 
surfaces and stitching are a work 
in progress. Nonetheless, it’s a 
pleasing cabin, light on dashboard 
buttons, and with a touchscreen 
that’s quicker and more intuitive 
than earlier Jaguars’, albeit still 
short of the BMW’s iDrive system. 


Predictably high costs 

The flip side of that, of course, 
comes at the petrol pump, where 
the Jaguar returns a Government 
average of only 34.9mpg, and 
lumps company car tax payers 
into the 33% benefit-in-kind band. 
The 3.0 S, then, is more likely to 
appeal to a private buyer who 
doesn’t cover quite as many 
miles as a motorway-dwelling 
business user. 

Still, BMW’s 335i isn’t that 
much more efficient officially, at 
35.8mpg, while on first impression 
the Jaguar feels like it has the more 
pleasing handling. You have to be 
quite keen on subjective assets such 
as driving pleasure, though, but if 
you are, the XE would be our choice 
in this class.

THE JAGUAR XE range isn’t only 
filled with sensible diesels, such as 
the 2.0-litre version we’ve already 
tested (What Car?, March 2015). At 
the other end of the scale is this, the 
3.0-litre supercharged petrol model. 

The engine is the same as is used 
in Jaguar’s E-Type Roadster and 
coupe, which are altogether 
more expensive than the XE. 
Nevertheless, this is a near-£45,ooo 
car, so it’ll need to be good. 

It is. The engine makes 335bhp, 
so even though there’s bound to be 
a faster XE ‘R’ in future, this 3.0 feels 
as fast as you’d realistically want an 
XE to go. Jaguar claims the 3.0 S can 
reach 6omph in 4.9 sec, and at all 
times it feels effortlessly brisk, 
pulling easily from low revs and 
revving freely and smoothly. 

Much improved gearbox 

Unlike in the 2.0-litre diesel, where 
the eight-speed automatic gearbox 
is sometimes reluctant to respond 
as quickly as we’d like, here it feels 
perfectly matched with the engine.

IF YOU’VE BEEN tempted by the 
latest Renault Twingo, but want 
something a little more upmarket 
and better equipped, Smart could 
have the answer. 

It’s a pretty direct answer, too, 
because the new Smart Forfour 
is effectively a Renault Twingo 
underneath. Daimler’s Smart 
division and Renault worked 
together to develop the 
underpinnings, but have taken 
different approaches elsewhere - 
resulting in two distinct cars. 

Same engines, better quality 

Both cars share a platform and 
mechanical components. Engine 
options consist of two petrols: a 
yobhp i.o-litre three-cylinder unit 
or a turbocharged 0.9-litre version 
with Sgbhp. In both instances 
power is sent to the rear wheels via 
a five-speed manual transmission. 
A six-speed dual-clutch automatic 
option is expected soon, however. 

That’s where the similarities end, 
though. For starters, the Smart 


looks completely different on the 
outside, while elements of the cabin 
have been redesigned or upgraded 
to make it feel higher quality. The 
trip computer, for example, looks 
like one you might find in a 
Mercedes - whereas the one in the 
Renault is a more basic affair. 

As a result, the entry-level Smart 
Forfour costs £2125 more than the 
equivalent Twingo - but the higher

price is justified when you look at 
the equipment list. Even the 
entry-level Smart is a very well- 
equipped affair; all Eorfours come 
with alloy wheels, cruise and 
climate controls, an additional 
airbag and ‘crosswind assist’, which 
helps maintain directional stability 
in windy conditions. 

The Smart Eorfour performs very 
well around town.

Where the Smart money goes 

If you’re a Smart fan, or you’re 
sold on the looks and concept, 
you won’t go too far wrong with 
the new Forfour. We’d recommend 
a Volkswagen Up or a Skoda Citigo 
over it, though; similar money buys 
you a very well specified example 
and the Up and Citigo feel and 
perform like premium small cars, 
rather than city cars. 

Furthermore, the Volkswagen 
and Skoda are just 3.5cm wider 
and 4.5cm longer than the Smart, 
so unless you’re parking in the 
tightest of spaces each day - 
turning circle aside - there 
are few benefits to opting for 
the Forfour.

precise and adequately weighted, 
the other controls are light and the 
action of the gearbox is acceptable 
once you acclimatise to it. The car’s 
compact size and tiny 8.65m 
turning circle (a Volkswagen Up 
needs 9.8m) makes parking and 
manoeuvering easy, too. 

Both naturally aspirated and 
turbocharged engines are eager 
enough to keep the Smart moving 
along at a decent lick. If you 
regularly carry passengers, climb 
hills or drive on the motorways 
we’d recommend the turbocharged 
version, because its additional 
power makes it less tiring to drive. 
In either instance, on the move 
the Smart is reasonably quiet and 
the ride is acceptably smooth. It’s 
a pleasant car to drive, even at 
motorway speeds, and it’s even 
quite fun, albeit with little steering 
feedback and spongy brakes. 

Inside, there’s a decent amount 
of room, particularly up front, and 
the seats are comfortable enough 
for all but the longest trips. The 
boot’s small but the rear seats 
can be folded to increase the 
available space.

Follow 
this meeting up with written 
correspondence.

How long is too long? 

Water is leaking into the boot of my 
14-month-old Mazda MX-5 Roadster 
Coupe. I took the car to the dealer 
and it was off the road for five weeks 
while they attempted repairs. After 
all this time the fixes haven’t worked 
- water is leaking into the boot again. 
I’m very disappointed and fed up 
with the whole thing. I want Mazda to 
take back the car. Can I reject it?

What Car? says 

Rejecting a car under the Sales 
of Goods Act is an option but not 
the easiest one, because after 
six months of ownership it is the 
responsibility of the owner to 
prove that the fault was present 
at the time of sale. This is very 
hard to do. 

Your best course of action is 
to go to the dealer and ask them 
what they are going to try next 
to fix the problem. Ask them if 
they have checked all the seals, 
if the roof and its mechanism 
need replacing and if the boot 
lid needs to be changed. Get 
them to try everything and ask 
them how much time they need to 
investigate. We’d also recommend 
calling Mazda customer services

and asking them to send a 
technician to inspect your car as 
it is still under warranty. They are 
also in the best position to offer 
a goodwill gesture. 

If you don’t want to go down 
these routes, ask the dealer if they 
will swap you into a car of a similar 
age, spec and mileage, or they 
could offer you a cash sum for your 
current car so that you can walk 
away and buy something else. 

Reader sees red over rusty 120 

After a year of ownership, rust 
appeared below the window on the 


your satisfaction the dealer is in 
breach of contract. If you incur any 
extra costs as a result of this delay, 
you may be entitled to claim them. 
Also, keep Hyundai customer 
services up-to-date; if there is a 
goodwill gesture available it will 
come from them. 

Kia communication breakdown

The price we agreed included 
metallic paint - a fact I checked with 
the salesman a number of times.

paperwork and my calls went 
unreturned. Finally the salesman 
called me back and explained that he 
had got the deal wrong and that the 
quoted price didn’t include metallic 
paint. As such he would have to 
charge me £400 extra. What do I do?

What Car? says 
Always get a copy of what you 
have agreed verbally in writing 
before transferring any money 
to the dealership. It leaves you in 
a stronger legal position should 
things not go to plan. 

If you are happy not to have 
metallic paint, you can stick with 
the deal and ask for a goodwill 
gesture for the confusion. If you 
want to have metallic paint, we 
recommend getting your deposit 
back on the grounds that the car 
is not what you thought you were 
buying. Tell the dealer you are now 
looking elsewhere - you never 
know, they might be able to offer 
you a better deal. 

Scratched Qashqai headlights 

I bought a new Nissan Qashqai three 
months ago and have just noticed 
what appear to be scratches on the 
headlights. They’re not on the 
outside but on the inside. When the 
headlights are on, they seem to 
affect the way they work. I’m worried 
that they make the car dangerous to 
drive at night. I’ve sent photographs 
to Nissan but they can’t tell me what 
it is. What should I do now?

What Car? says 

Take the Qashqai back to the 

dealer you bought it from. 

You’re right to take photos of the 
problem, but it would be best for 
a Nissan technician to see the 
fault with their own eyes. From 
what you say, it doesn’t sound like 
condensation, so we suggest that 
you let Nissan have a look and 
encourage them to replace either 
the glass or the whole headlight.

Freelander’s warranty will 
cover this. Corrosion warranties 
normally cover bodywork, 
and exhaust rust is likely to be 
considered wear and tear. We 
recommend getting the car looked 
at by a Land Rover dealer. They will 
be able to assess the damage. 

Clio va-va-vanishes 

I ordered a new Renault Clio through 
an independent car dealer four 
months ago. I was due to collect it 
from the dealership recently but got 
a call saying not to come in because 
they didn’t have my car and they 
didn’t even know where it was. 

I was very frustrated. My old car’s 
insurance policy was due to be 
swapped over to the new car after 
the dealer had informed me that the 
Clio had been registered. The dealer 
is blaming Renault and they have 
told me that I should chase up 
Renault to find out where my car is.

What Car? says 
The dealer should be doing 
everything in their power to track 
down your car, not Renault. We 
suggest you call your insurance 
provider to hold off transferring 
your policy before going to the 
deaiership to find out what is going 
on. Speak to the dealer manager 
and ask what they are going to do 
to remedy the situation - tell them 
that they are the ones that need to 
contact Renault, not you. 

They should be able to give you 
a date of delivery for your new car. 
If they can’t, ask for your money 
back and take your business 
elsewhere.

THE RANGE ROVER Sport has been 
king of large SUVs since its launch 
two years ago. Its top-notch 
refinement, superb driving 
manners and elegant, classy cabin 
have always proved a little too 
strong for the likes of Porsche’s 
Cayenne and the opinion-dividing 
SUV-cum coupe BMW X6. 

However, both German rivals 
have just been updated to make 
them more powerful and more 
efficient and, in the case of the 
BMW, more practical. So we’re 
giving them both a second shot 
at their British rival. 

The Porsche looks the bargain of 
the three because it costs less than 
£50,000, whereas the cheapest 
Range Rover Sport comes in at a 
shade over £61,000. However, while 
the Rangie comes brimming with 
I standard luxuries, the Cayenne 
I is spartan in the extreme. 

I The X6 strikes the middle 
i ground by having almost as 
I much standard kit as the Range 
3 Rover but for a more reasonable 
I £54,000 after discounts. 
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Triple test 


What are they like to drive? 

The BMW is the fastest of the trio. 

Its 255hhp motor pulls from low 
revs, and although the response to 
the accelerator is quite sharp you 
soon get used to it. 

Meanwhile, the Cayenne’s 
transmission is more easily caught 
out; it tends to hold on to gears for 
too long and sometimes hesitates 
when you ask for acceleration. Even 
so, the 259bhp V6 engine is punchy. 

The hefty mid-range response 
from the Range Rover’s 288hhp V6 
gives it the pace to the match the 
Porsche, and its gearchanges are 
smooth. It’s also the easiest to drive 
in town, thanks to its predictable 
accelerator responses. 

All three engines become a bit 
vocal when revved hard, while road 
noise is most noticeable in the 
Cayenne at a steady yomph. Even 
so, overall refinement is good on 
all of them, although the Range 
Rover sets the benchmark, keeping 
wind and engine noise to a distant 
thrum at speed, and isolating you 
the best from engine vibrations. 

The BMW is the most overtly 
sporting, with well restrained body 
roll, steering that’s quick and 
weighty, and a grippy front end. 

Even so, most will prefer the 
Cayenne’s steering, which is slower 
but offers more feedback. Our test 
car came with optional £1052 
adaptive dampers, and despite 
suffering from a bit more body lean 
than the X6 through corners, the 
Porsche feels almost as nimble. 

The Range Rover comes with air 
suspension, but our test car had the 
£6000 Dynamic Pack fitted, which 
adds active anti-roll bars to help 
minimise body lean. It still rolls 
more than the others, but it’s agile, 
and the light, precise steering 
makes it satisfying to drive. 

All of these cars fidget on poor 
roads, but the X6 shudders the 
most over sharp-edged potholes, 
and is the most easily unsettled 
by mid-corner bumps. The Range 
Rover is best at keeping occupants 
comfortable on most road surfaces, 
particularly on the motorway.

Porsche Cayenne 

As is the case with most 
Porsches, you don’t get sat-nav 
or Bluetooth. The Cayenne’s 
standard infotainment system 
consists of a 7.0in colour 
touchscreen, although you can 
also control it using the buttons 
and dials below the display. 

It’s responsive, but the sheer 
number of buttons is confusing. 
Only a CD player is included 
as standard.

Range Rover Sport 

The Rand Rover’s B.Oin 
touchscreen is slightly bigger 
than the Porsche’s, but isn’t 
nearly as responsive in day to 
day use. It also lags behind the 
BMW’s system - its graphics 
aren’t as crisp and the menu 
layout takes a while to get the 
hang of. At least a DAB radio, 
Bluetooth, sat-nav and USB 
sockets are fitted as standard, 
even on entry-level HSE trim. 



What are they like inside? 

With their high roofs and lofty 
driving positions, all three SUVs 
have room to spare up front - even 
very tall drivers will have no issues 
with head- or legroom. 

The X6 stands out as the most 
cramped in the back, though, 
because its sloping roofline eats 
into headroom. 

That said, the Cayenne’s rear 
passenger space is the narrowest 
and it has the most pronounced 
central transmission tunnel, so 
it’s the least comfortable for a 
middle rear seat passenger. 

Meanwhile, the Range Rover is 
the only car available with the 
option of seven seats (for £1500), 
although the third row is suitable 
only for small children. 

Officially, the Range Rover has 
by far the biggest boot, but that’s 
largely because Land Rover 
measures its volumes in a 
slightly different way from other 
manufacturers. Against the tape 
measure, all three load bays are 
similarly spacious, so families 
will easily fit a couple of large 
pushchairs, and golfers a set of 
clubs without having to remove 
the all-important driver. 

Getting things into the BMW’s 
boot to begin with is comparatively 
tricky because not only does it have 
the narrowest aperture, its boot lip 
is also the farthest from the ground, 
which makes loading heavy items 
too much of an effort. 

All three cars have rear seat backs 
that split 40/20/40 and can be 
folded to extend the size of the load 
bay. However, while the BMW and 
Porsche’s rear backrests leave only 
a slight step in the floor when down, 
there’s a more pronounced 
difference in floor levels to 
negotiate in the Range Rover. 

Although Land Rover prides itself 
on its Range Rover’s ‘Command’ 
driving position, all three SUVs 
offer good forward visibility. The 
X6 has the worst over-the-shoulder 
view, however, because of its 
chunky rear pillars. 

As you’d expect, electric 
adjustment for the driver’s seat is 
standard on every car, although the 
Range Rover’s 16- way adjustment 
helps you fine-tune your position 
best. Steering wheel adjustment 
is good across the board, too, 
although the Range Rover is 
the only car that allows you to 
do this electrically. 

Perceived quality is best in the 
Cayenne, thanks to its classy 
interior and beautifully made 
switchgear. The Range Rover isn’t 
far behind, but the switchgear and 
plastic surfaces in the BMW feel 
a fair bit less premium.

What will they cost? 

At first glance this seems like an 
unfair fight because the Porsche 
undercuts the BMW by £6000 and 
the Range Rover by £11,400. It’s 
certainly true that if you were to 
buy these cars in their standard 
forms, the Cayenne would indeed 
work out thousands of pounds 
cheaper over three years. 

However, very few (if any) 
potential buyers will be happy with 
the Cayenne as it comes out of the 
factory. That’s because you don’t 
even get Bluetooth and heated seats 
- things that are standard on a 
mid-spec Volkswagen Up - let 
alone satellite-navigation and 
parking sensors, which are both 
pricey options. In fact, add all the 
kit that’s standard on the Range 
Rover to the Porsche and you’ll face 
a bill of more than £65,000. 

Like the Range Rover, the X6 
comes with most of the luxuries 
you’d expect, including metallic 
paint, sat-nav, front and rear 
parking sensors, leather seats and 
automatic lights and wipers. Yes, 
you have to pay extra for heated 
rear seats, a reversing camera and 
rear privacy glass, all of which are 
standard on the Range Rover, but 
then again the BMW is more than 
£5000 cheaper to buy. 

The downside of the X6 is that 
it’s predicted to depreciate a lot 
more quickly than its rivals, and it’s 
also the least efficient in real-world 
driving. So, assuming you buy 
now and sell after three years it’ll 
cost you roughly the same as the 
Range Rover. 

Stick with these cars in their 
standard specifications and the 
Porsche will work out cheapest for 
company car drivers. Again, though, 
add a few options and that won’t be 
the case, because the BMW’s lower 
CO2 emissions qualify it for a 
cheaper band of benefit-in-kind 
(BIK) tax. Either way, running the 
Range Rover as a company car 
will require the biggest monthly 
salary sacrifice. 

None of these cars has been crash 
tested by Euro NCAP, but all come 
with a suite of airbags to keep you 
safe if the worst should happen. 
Autonomous emergency braking is 
optional on all three, along with 
several other safety aids, including 
lane-departure warning.

GETTING STRAIGHT to the point, 
the Range Rover remains the finest 
option in this class. It’s wonderfully 
refined, well-equipped and feels 
indulgent in every way that matters. 
Okay, so it doesn’t feel quite as 
sports-oriented as the sharper BMW 
or Porsche, hut most will find its 
fluid handling just as satisfying 
even when driving hard, and more 
enjoyable the rest of the time. 

The BMW X6 does well, here, too. 
It features a strong engine and silky 
gearbox, and has much more 
serious performance than you’d

expect if you’d merely looked at the 
on-paper stats. It grips well too, but 
it’s a shame that there isn’t a bit 
more life to the X6’s handling. Still, 
there’s no doubt it fills the ‘sports’ 
role of these cars with ease. 

It does the SUV bit, too, in 
terms of its driving position and 
all-weather ability. In fact, both 
the BMW X6 and Porsche Cayenne 
will go farther off-road than you’d 
expect, and in more extreme 
conditions than any buyer is likely 
to try. Still, the Range Rover is easily 
the most capable off-roader. 


What proves critical to the X6 
beating the Cayenne is equipment. 
The Porsche looks good value going 
by list price, but it costs much more 
than either rival if you add 
equivalent luxuries. That’s a real 
shame, because otherwise the 
Cayenne is more engaging to drive 
than the X6 - provided you spec 
the optional adaptive dampers, 
of course. Adding to that the fussy 
switchgear layout and narrow rear 
cabin, and the sweet-driving 
Cayenne becomes hard to 
recommend in this company.

Chic to chic

THE COUPE MARKET is notoriously 
fashion-fickle. One minute you’re 
the focus of lenses the world over, 
then next you’re all a bit ‘last 
season’. Back in 2008, people went 
mad for the chic new Volkswagen 
Scirocco, and the facts that it drove 
well and wasn’t too expensive to 
run merely enhanced its appeal. 

Eor a while at least. Now, the ageing 
Scirocco has been given a nip and 
tuck to make it an object of desire 
once more. 

However, the VW’s nemesis is a 
car that has always been immune to 
this short-term trend; the Audi TT 
has sold by the boat-load, despite 
being fairly impractical, because 


buyers have always loved its looks 
and the way it drives. The TT has 
recently been entirely renewed, 
and is good enough for us to have 
named it our Coupe of the Year, so 
the Scirocco has a tough gig ahead. 

What are they like to drive? 

There are two key differences 
between these similarly priced 
coupes. The Scirocco R is the most 
powerful model in its line-up; its 
2.0-litre turbocharged petrol engine 
produces a mighty 276bhp, all of 
which is channelled through the 
front wheels. The TT featured here 
also has a 2.0-litre turbocharged 
engine, but it produces just 227bhp. 
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Audi TT vs Volkswagen Scirocco 



It's easier to use more of its power 
in slippery conditions, though, 
because the TT has all-wheel drive. 

So, while there are many 
similarities under the bonnets, 
the two cars perform in very 
different ways. The TT's engine 
is smooth and revs willingly, while 
the automatic gearbox tested 
here snaps through changes - 
accompanied by a pronounced 
crackle from the exhaust at full 
throttle. The Audi's engine also 
produces more torque than the 
Scirocco's, so it feels more flexible 
and punchy in day-to-day driving. 

You have to wait longer for the 
Scirocco's turbocharger to wake up.

which is irritating in itself, but 
combine this with an automatic 
'box that's slower- witted than the 
one in the TT and it's genuinely 
frustrating. Still, once the Scirocco 
has decided to get up and go it soon 
starts to reel the Audi back in, and 
can sprint from so-yomph slightly 
faster than its German rival. 

Speed isn't everything, however, 
because these cars need to be fun as 
well as fast. The latest TT is certainly 
that, because it's both agile and 
engaging. The steering is light, its 
responses precise and quick, and 
there's a vast amount of traction 
on offer. Couple this with excellent 
body control, which prevents 
excessive roll, and the TT feels 
terrific in faster corners. There's 
enough feedback from the steering 
to ascertain what's going on up 
front, too. 

The Scirocco feels cumbersome 
by comparison. Its steering is 
leaden, the handling has a nose- 
heavy feel and the front wheels are 
often overwhelmed by the sheer 
power being put through them, 
which too often causes the traction 
control to interrupt play. Push 
hard and the Scirocco will run 
wide of your intended line earlier 
than the TT, and it doesn't respond 
as well to mid-corner inputs from 
the driver. 

On the plus side, both ride in a 
firm but comfortable fashion, and 
offer up plenty of stopping power 
- even if the Audi's brake pedal 
gives you more feedback. Wind 
and road noise are adequately 
controlled in both, too, although 
the Scirocco R's engine does intrude 
more at motorway cruising speeds. 

What are they like inside? 

The TT's styling might be only 
subtly revised, but it's a complete 
revolution inside. The first thing 
that strikes you is how free from 
clutter the dashboard is, with 
just a handful of buttons set 
neatly into the fascia. This 
minimalist approach has been 
made possible by positioning the

main screen - which displays 
everything from the stereo and 
sat-nav to the instrument dials - 
directly behind the steering wheel 
This is largely good news because 
it means you don’t have to divert 
your eyes far from the road to see 
it, while the i2.3in display is bright 
and clear. However, such a driver- 
centric approach does mean your 
passenger can’t really help out with 
tapping in a postcode or choosing 
a radio station. 

The Scirocco’s dashboard, 
with its traditional, centrally 
sited touchscreen, is more than 
acceptable. Everything is intuitive 
to use, and while the infotainment 
system might not be the snappiest 
or most modern on the market, it 
is easy to get the hang of. 

Everything in the Scirocco feels 
solid and well screwed together, 
but the TT’s cabin is made from 
better-quality materials 
throughout and its switchgear 
operates with more precision. 

There’s enough adjustability in 
the Scirocco’s steering wheel and 
seats to get comfortable with ease, 
and you’ll feel pretty good once in 
there. However, the TT is equally 
comfortable in the front, and its 
lower driving position makes you 
feel like you’re in a much sportier 
car. The Audi’s rear seats are just a 
token gesture, though, suitable for 
only small children, and even then 
only if the journey is short. The 
Scirocco’s rear seats are far more 
useable, although headroom is still 
a little tight. 

The Audi’s boot is smaller too, 
and much shallower, so loading

taller items often means folding 
the rear seats and pushing things 
deeper into the cabin. That’s an easy 
thing to do in both cars; you simply 
pull levers next to the rear head 
restraints and push the seatbacks 
down onto their bases. 

What will they cost? 

Despite the TT’s superior 
performance, it’s actually 
comparatively efficient by sports 
car standards. It emits a lot less 
CO2 than the Scirocco, for starters, 
which will save you £80 a year in 
VED. Company car drivers will also 
be better off - by around £1000 
a year - by choosing the Audi, 
courtesy of its lower BIK tax bills. 

Those buying privately, however, 
can expect to spend fractionally 
more on the TT. It’s more expensive 
to buy or finance and over the 
course of three years it’s around 
£700 more expensive to run once 
all the typical bills have been 
factored in. That’s a small difference 
- one resulting primarily from 
slightly more expensive servicing 
and smaller discounts at the outset. 

You can expect a TT to go farther 
on a tank of fuel, though. In our 
real-world True MPG tests it 
returned 32.6mpg, which gives it 
a range of almost 400 miles. The 
Scirocco, meanwhile, averaged 
29.3mpg, so will cover 355 miles. 
Opting for the Scirocco with 
a manual gearbox delivers only 
marginal efficiency benefits, 
while the TT is available with 
only a six-speed auto if you want 
four-wheel drive. 

Both cars come with a DAB radio, 
electric, heated mirrors, automatic 
lights and wipers and a tyre 
pressure-monitoring system as 
standard, although it’s a shame that 
you have to pay extra to have cruise 
control fitted to both. 

You do get more for your money 
in the VW, though. Standard 
features for the VW include a 
touchscreen sat-nav, dual-zone 
climate control and rear parking 
sensors. The Audi makes do with 
conventional air conditioning, but 
you have to pay extra for niceties 
such as sat-nav, climate control and 
rear parking sensors.

SMALL DIESEL HATCHBACKS have 


plenty of appeal; they’re seriously 
cheap to run yet usefully practical. 
As long as you rack up lots of miles 
or are a company car driver who 
wants to benefit from the keen BIK 
tax costs that a diesel supermini’s 
typically low CO2 emissions bring, 
one is likely to be on your wish list. 

That’s the sort of driver Skoda is 
targeting with the new Eabia 1.4 TDI 
- the entry-level diesel version of 
our recently crowned 2015 What 
Car? Car of the Year. 

Hyundai’s smart-looking new 
i20 came very close to beating the 
Eabia when we tested the two cars 
in petrol form, and while the 
1.1 diesel i20 might be relatively 
short on power compared with its 
Czech rival, it’s cheaper to buy and 
comes similarly well equipped. 

The car both of these newcomers 
have to beat is the Clio 1.5 dCi. Last 
year it fended off the new VW Polo 
and Eord Eiesta to retain its title as 
our favourite small diesel, thanks to 
its comparably refined motor, fine 
driving manners and low costs . 
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Triple test 


What are they like to drive? 

The Renault and Skoda are 
reasonably sprightly. The 
three-cylinder Fabia is particularly 
strong at low revs, pulling without 
fuss from isoorpm and getting you 
swiftly up to speed in the process. 
The four-cylinder Clio doesn’t have 
quite the same urgency at low revs, 
but it builds speed more smoothly 
and predictably, with less of a surge 
when its turbocharger kicks in. 

With considerably less power to 
call on, it’s hardly surprising that 
the Hyundai is the slowcoach here. 
Despite short gearing, it feels out 
of breath whenever you leave the 
city limits. It’ll happily cruise at 
motorway speeds when the road 
is flat, but even gentle inclines 
cause you to lose momentum. 

On the plus side, the i2o’s engine 
is smoother and quieter than the 
Fabia’s, which is decidedly gruff and 
sends shudders into the cabin. The 
Hyundai’s engine is still a little 
coarse at low revs, mind, whereas 
the Clio’s is remarkably smooth. 

You’ll have the most fun in the 
Renault on twisty roads, because 
it’s the most agile and composed 
through bends. True, its steering 
could do with a bit more weight 
to give you confidence when 
cornering at faster speeds, but 
this does at least make for easy 
manoeuvring around town. The 
Fabia’s steering is more positive, 
although the body does sway about 
more through tight twists. 

The Hyundai certainly doesn’t 
disgrace itself, feeling composed 
and stable in most situations. 
However, its steering is heavy 
when parking and not particularly 
fluid at higher speeds, and the 
i20 generally feels the least well 
balanced through faster corners. 

None of these cars ride with quite 
the suppleness of a Ford Fiesta, but 
neither will they have you cursing 
every pothole. The Skoda and 
Hyundai jostle you around more 
than the Clio at town speeds, but 
settle down above 4omph - at 
which point the Renault’s ride 
starts to become a bit bumpy.

Hyundai i20 

The Hyundai doesn’t get a 
touchscreen or a DAB radio, like 
the other two; the only option 
is a straightforward digital 
readout, which feels behind 
the times. The Driver Assist 
pack costs £375 and adds this 
smartphone dock (among 
other things), but it doesn’t 
integrate your phone, only 
charges it.

Renault Clio 

The Clio’s standard 7.0in 
colour touchscreen is generally 
easy to use and gets UK sat-nav 
(Western Europe mapping 
costs £110). However, the 
screen can be a little slow 
to respond at times. You have 
to add R-Link - which costs 
an extra £450 - to get 
online functionality and 
upgraded speakers, but 
we wouldn’t bother.

Skoda Fabia 

There’s no nav software 
installed. Instead, the set-up 
(which includes a 6.5in screen) 
comes with Mirrorlink, which 
uses your smartphone’s data 
connection and the Sygic 
navigation app. 

The trouble is, it has limited 
compatibility and can be 
frustrating to use at times. 

The Fabia’s sound system is 
the best here. 



What are they like inside? 

All of these cars have height- 
adjustahle driver’s seats with 
enough movement to 
accommodate drivers of all shapes 
and sizes. None gets adjustable 
lumbar support, though - even as 
an option - so there’s the potential 
for baci^ache on long journeys in 
all of them. That’s particularly true 
in the case of the Renault, which 
has the least supportive seats. 

We’d recommend asking for an 
extended test drive to make sure 
you can get comfortable. 

The Hyundai and Skoda are a 
close match on interior quality. 

The Hyundai just edges it, thanks 
to a soft-touch covering on the 
face of its dashboard, while the 
layout is easy to get the hang of. 
Mind you, the i20 is the only one 
of the three that doesn’t get a colour 
touchscreen, and some buyers 
might be put off by the beige or 
blue interior finishes that are 
compulsory unless you choose the 
unusual £495 ‘Mandarin Orange 
Pearl’ exterior paint; this is the 
only paint colour that comes with 
a slate-grey interior. 

Harder-feeling finishes are 
used in the Skoda’s cabin. However, 
the Fabia’s colour touchscreen, 
combined with the variety of 
reasonably priced optional trims 
and upholstery finishes available, 
make it easy to see why many 
would favour the Fabia’s more 
modern-looking interior. 

Meanwhile, the Clio’s gloss black 
centre console is similarly focused 
around a colour touchscreen, but 
everything you touch feels cheaper 
- there are sharp edges around the 
seat adjustment controls and some 
of the plastics feel pretty flimsy. 
Visibility isn’t so good in the 
Renault, either, due to its narrow 
rear window and raked-back 
windscreen pillars. It’s easier to 
see out of the Skoda and Hyundai. 

It doesn’t get any better for the 
Clio in the back, either, where it 
offers the least head, leg and elbow 
room; it’s enough to make it feel 
noticeably pokier than the back of 
the Hyundai or Skoda, which are 
similarly capacious. 

All of these cars have enough 
boot space to satisfy most small 
car buyers, and seats that fold 
easily in a 60/40 split. The Skoda’s 
boot is the longest and deepest, 
but it’s a touch narrower than the 
others and - as with the Clio - 
there’s a big drop down to the floor 
over the boot lip. 

Only the Hyundai, with its 
standard variable-height boot floor, 
has a load bay that’s flush with the 
boot lip and with the rear seatbacks 
when they’re folded.

What will they cost? 

The i2o’s low list price has plenty of 
appeal However, haggling brings 
bigger savings on the Fabia and Clio, 
so even the Skoda - the priciest of 
our trio - costs just £452 more than 
the Hyundai after discounts. 

Still, the i20 comes with a 
five-year warranty as opposed to 
the Clio’s four-year and the Skoda’s 
three-year offerings, and is the 
cheapest for those buying on PCP 
finance. On a three-year contract 
with a £3000 deposit monthly 
payments come in at £183 for the 
Hyundai, £199 for the Renault and 
£208 for the Skoda. 

All three cars have USB sockets, 
Bluetooth, alloy wheels and a 
leather-covered steering wheel, 
while the i20 is the only one to get 
electric rear windows and lane- 
departure warning. The Renault 
impresses with dusk-sensing 
headlights and automatic wipers, 
plus keyless start, but does without 
the rear parking sensors its rivals 
have as standard. 

Only Skoda charges extra for 
a multi-function steering wheel 
and cruise control, but it is alone in 
having automatic city emergency 
braking - an important safety 
feature that isn’t available on the 
Hyundai and Renault. 

These small diesels are popular 
with business users as well as 
private buyers, and the i20 is the 
least convincing company car. Its 
higher CO2 emissions place it two 
tax bands above the others. 
Although its lower list price counts 
in its favour, you’ll still have to 
sacrifice marginally more of your 
salary each month to run one. 

Contract hire costs are also the 
highest on the Hyundai - albeit 
only by a fraction over the Skoda - 
while the Renault will be 
considerably cheaper than both for 
anyone planning to lease. 

The Clio is also the most frugal 
here, achieving 6o.impg in our 
real-world economy tests, next to 
Sy.ympg for the Fabia and ss.impg 
for the i20. Not bad, although some 
may be disappointed that none of 
these cars gets closer to its 
impressive claimed economy. 

All things considered, the Fabia 
will cost private cash buyers the 
least to own over three years.

THIS IS A close test. All three cars 
offer low running costs yet manage 
to avoid the depressing cost-is- 
everything aura that hudget-first 
hatches can suffer from. 

However, for its all-round appeal, 
it’s the Fahia that has to win. It’s 
both the cheapest company car 
and private buy. It’s good to drive, 
is spacious and comfortable inside, 
and has plenty of standard 
equipment. Mind you, the engine 
is seriously gruff at low revs, so the 
sweet-revving 1.2 TSI petrol remains 
our favourite Fabia and makes

more sense for the majority of 
small car buyers. 

The smooth 1.5 dCi has always 
been our favourite Clio, and it’s 
certainly the most refined engine 
here. The Renault also has the 
sweetest handling and best fuel 
economy, while items such 
as sat-nav, automatic wipers and 
keyless start add functional luxury 
that a high-mileage driver will 
really appreciate. Being more than 
£40 cheaper to lease per month 
than the other two is no small 
matter, either. 


Which leaves the worthy 
Hyundai. Let down here by 
a weak engine, comparatively 
high emissions and uninspiring 
handling, it’s a shame we couldn’t 
get hold of the more comparable 
Sgbhp 1.4 diesel model (it wasn’t 
available at the time of testing). 
Then again, this 1.1 has made 
a good case for itself. After all, 
the 1.4 is more expensive and 
has even higher emissions. If 
you’re not worried about modern 
infotainment or going very quickly, 
the i20 could suit your needs well.

IT WAS 30 years ago that Peugeot 
launched what many consider to 
be the finest hot hatch ever: the 
legendary 205 GTi. It was quick 
and grippy, as you’d expect, but 
what set it apart from its rivals 
was how tremendously good fun 
it was to drive. However, Peugeot’s 
more recent hot hatch offerings 
have struggled to deliver. 

So, in a bid to recapture some 
of that lost greatness, as well as 
celebrating former glories, Peugeot 
has launched a more hardcore 
version of its sharp-suited 208 GTi. 
The 30th Edition has more power 
than the regular GTi, along with 
stiffer suspension, a wider track 


and a limited-slip differential, the 
last of which should give it an edge 
over its similarly priced rivals. 

It’ll need every advantage it can 
get, because one of those rivals is 
the brilliant Fiesta ST. Our two-time 
Hot Hatch of the Year can’t match 
the power of its French rival, but it’s 
one of the finest-driving cars 
around. It’s also a lot cheaper to buy, 
even in range-topping ST-3 trim. 

What are they like to drive? 

Both cars have turbocharged 
1.6-litre engines, but the Peugeot’s 
kicks out an extra 25bhp so it’s 
unsurprisingly the faster car in 
a straight drag race. Not by much.

mind, because the Fiesta takes less 
than half a second longer to crack 
6omph and its engine is just as 
willing to rev towards and past its 
6250rpm redline. What’s more, the 
Fiesta’s clutch and gearbox are a joy 
to use; they’re both positively 
weighted with a super-precise 
action, whereas the Peugeot’s are 
rather vague and woolly 
There’s no doubting the Peugeot’s 
ability to corner quickly, though. Its 
body leans a bit when you turn in to 
bends, but once settled the 208 
sticks hard and that clever limited- 
slip differential allows you to feed 
the power back in without the front 
tyres running wide of your chosen

line. The problem is the steering 
leaves you somewhat uninvolved in 
the action; it’s quick to respond but 
is short on feedback - particularly 
when you’re winding lock off on the 
way out of corners. 

In some respects, the Fiesta isn’t 
as capable. It doesn’t grip as hard, 
for example, and it can’t get its 
power down as effectively when 
exiting bends. However, that 
doesn’t really matter because it 
stays perfectly flat and balanced 
round corners, with steering that 
streams information to your 
fingertips. Put simply, everything 
about the Fiesta feels like it’s 
working with you to make driving 
more enjoyable. 

We’ve criticised the standard 
208 GTi for being a bit soft and 
uninspiring to drive, but the one 
positive of that relaxed demeanour 
is a comfortable ride. However, the 
30th Edition’s greater emphasis on 
handling means it’s much firmer; 
you feel every little ripple in the 
road and potholes send nasty jolts 
through the cabin. The Fiesta is 
similarly unforgiving over bigger 
bumps, but its more effective 
damping keeps the things better 
controlled over scarred surfaces. 
Rarely does the Ford skip sideways 
over mid-corner bumps, whereas 


I the Peugeot is a lot less planted 
£ along beaten up B-roads. 

You wouldn’t expect a hot hatch 
to be the final word in cruising 
refinement, and neither car is the 
ideal tool for a long motorway 
journey. The Fiesta is marginally 
quieter at a yomph cruise, mainly 
because its exhaust note settles at 
a more relaxed hum, but there’s 
also less road noise. 


What are they like inside? 

Hot hatches need to be exciting 
to drive, but they should make 
you feel special before you’ve 
even turned the key. The Peugeot 
certainly does that, with a stylish 
and swanky cabin that lives up 
to that £22k price tag. From a 
leather-wrapped dashboard to

the red stripes running down the 
centre of the seatbelts, everything 
on show is dripping with flair. 

Meanwhile, the ST’s cabin isn’t 
much different from a run-of-the- 
mill Fiesta’s, save for its heavily 
bolstered Recaro sports seats and 
a red ‘ST’ badge on the steering 
wheel. You can’t help but feel the 
entire budget went into making the 
car as good to drive as it could 
possibly be, leaving next to nothing 
for the interior. 

The Fiesta has the better 
all-round driving position, though, 
because although its seats aren’t 
quite as supportive as the Peugeot’s 
- particularly in the lower back 
region - you’re unlikely to have any 
problem setting everything up just 
how you like it. Meanwhile, the 208 
has an unusually small steering 
wheel that you’re supposed to look 
over (rather than through) to see 
the instruments. This is fine if 
you’re tall in the body, but if you’re 
not you’ll probably find the wheel 
blocks your view of the dials. 

The GTi’s touchscreen 
infotainment system is another 
example of style over functionality. 
Sharp, vibrant graphics and lots 
of features - including standard 
sat-nav and a DAB radio - give it 
plenty of showroom appeal, but the 
system is difficult to use. The 
menus are complicated and there 
are no shortcut buttons to take you 
to individual functions. 

Not that the Ford’s system is 
much simpler. The screen is smaller 
and the controls - although 
physical rather than on a 
touchscreen - are confusing and

poorly labelled. As with the 
Peugeot, standard sat-nav and 
a DAB radio goes some way to 
making amends. 

Both cars are just as practical 
as their three-door supermini 
equivalents. In the case of the Ford 
that means there’s plenty of space 
in the front for tall adults, and 
enough room in the back for 
a couple of six-footers. If you’re 
very tall you might struggle for 
headroom in the front of the 
Peugeot, while those in the rear 
seats will find it claustrophobic 
because there’s less space than 
in the Fiesta. 

There’s little to split the two on 
boot space, although again the Ford 
has the edge, thanks to its longer 
and taller load bay. 

Should I buy one? 

The Fiesta costs £2600 less to start 
with and that gap grows to more 
than £3000 when you factor in the 
bigger discounts Ford dealers are 
prepared to offer. Despite the 208’s 
relative exclusivity (just 100 are 
destined for the UK), the Fiesta is 
also predicted to hold on to its value 
for slightly longer, although that’s 
mostly negated by the 208’s better 
real-world fuel economy. Buy now 
and sell after three years and you 
can expect to spend £2700 around 
more to own the Peugeot. 

There’s barely anything in it for 
company car drivers, with the 208’s 
lower CO2 output largely offsetting 
its higher price but for anyone 
planning to lease, the Ford is the 
much cheaper option; you’ll pay 
£251 a month compared with £341 
for the Peugeot. 

Both cars are very well equipped 
by supermini standards, with 
climate control, alloys, sat-nav, 
Bluetooth, a DAB raciio, automatic 
headlights and rain-sensing wipers 
fitted as standard. The Fiesta even 
adds heated front seats and keyless 
entry and start, although somewhat 
bizarrely Ford charges an extra £50 
for a head restraint for the middle 
rear passenger. 

Peugeot counters with rear 
parking sensors (a £200 option on 
the Ford), although that striking 
two-tone paint is £800. 
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Although 208’s boot volume is slightly smaller, it’s actually slightly wider than Adults will be cramped in the back, and the 208’s standard touchscreen is 

the Fiesta’s. Alcantara Recaro sports seats are comfortable and supportive overly complicated to use. It has plenty of features and sharp graphics, though 



OUR VERDICT 


It’s an easy win for the Fiesta ST. Not only is it heaps more fun to drive, 
it’s considerably cheaper to buy and to own, too. Yes, it’s not quite as 
quick and it doesn’t grip as hard through fast corners, but it’s more agile 
through tighter twists and turns, and easier to live with the rest of the 
time, thanks to its more comfortable ride.

REPLACING THE HUGELY popular 
Mki Qashqai was always going to be 
a difficult task for Nissan, but when 
we first tried this second-generation 
version we knew straight away that 
the firm had got it right. The new 
Qashqai was more spacious, more 
economical, nicer to be in and 
much better to drive. 

It took our overall Car of the Year 
award in 2014 and, soon after, we 
took delivery of our long-termer. 
Our aim was to see if, after a year 
of varied use in our hands, it could 
justify that top billing. 

Well 12 months and 13,000 
trouble-free miles later, it turns out 
it can: our Qashqai has proved itself 


to be a thoroughly competent and 
immensely likeable all-rounder, 
and a worthy winner. 

It was so popular that if I left the 
keys on my desk for more than a 
minute, they’d disappear, a sure 
sign of a good car here at What Car?. 
It swiftly became the holiday 
vehicle of choice - not surprising

given its ability to swallow people, 
luggage, camping gear and bicycles 
(sometimes all at the same time) 
with ease, and all who borrowed it 
and all who travelled in it came back 
singing its praises. 

A lot of those favourable 
comments centred on the engine. 
The 1.5-litre dCi unit is still our pick 
of the range, with reasonable 
performance, excellent economy, 
and remarkable refinement. It’s 
noticeably quieter than the more 
powerful 1.6-litre diesel, and its 
smoothness impressed everyone. 

We liked the comfortable ride, 
too, and the improved dynamics, 
as well as the new high-quality 
materials in the upmarket interior, 
with its soft touch, matt plastics 
and subtle backlighting. On top of 
that we’d chosen Acenta Premium 
trim for our car (since replaced by 
the equally plush N-tec trim), 
having been tempted by a long list 


of standard kit that included alloy 
wheels, Bluetooth and a panoramic 
glass sunroof. We also got the 
Nissan Connect infotainment 
package - which included an easy to 
operate sat-nav, a decent DAB radio 
and a y.oin colour screen - and 
a very useful Smart Vision Pack 
(front and rear parking sensors, 
a rear- view camera, and a lane- 
departure warning and a front 
collision avoidance systems). 

Our only optional extra - at £725 
-was Storm White paint, which 
gave our Qashqai striking looks, but 
nonetheless some of us wondered if 
it had lost some of the sparkle of the 
original. Hunt for it in a car park 
and it could be confused for any 
number of similar SUVs. 

We also occasionally had doubts 
about the fuel economy. Overall we 
averaged 47.2mpg, which was some 
way off our True MPG figure of 
54.7mpg, and even further off the

official figure of 74.3mpg. Our 
refined 1.5-litre engine could feel 
short of puff occasionally, so maybe 
we pushed it too hard to keep up 
with the flow, or maybe my short 
regular commute dragged our 
figures down. We hit peaks of 
Sy.ompg on longer runs, though. 

Surprisingly, it's not the 
refinement or the impressive 
equipment list I'll miss most, it's 
the boot. It's not only large and easy 
to access but the false floor can hide 
the rear parcel shelf or any 
valuables, while the lift-up panels 
can divide the floor space - perfect 
for stopping shopping spilling over. 

This was but one of the 
innumerable clever features we 
came to admire in our Qashqai, 
from the supportive front seats, 
deep cupholders and generous 
storage spaces, through to the 
steering wheel-mounted controls

for its various settings and the 
intuitive touchscreen. 

Niggles were few. True, I felt it 
could have done with a bit more 
power, and more adjustment in the 
driving position would have been 
appreciated; taller adults could be 
cramped in the rear seats, too. The 
tyre pressure warning light came 
on once, although all the pressures 
were fine, and the exhaust 
developed a slight rattle. 

None of this could put me off, of 
course. The Qashqai was a quiet, 
refined and immensely practical 
family car and, on a long journey, 
a capable and unobtrusive 
companion. On the evidence of my 
year with the car, we were definitely 
right to give it that top honour.

Is this the perfect company estate car? We’re about to find out

SMUGNESS IS AN undesirable 
character trait, but it’s hard not to 
be smug when you’re the custodian 
of a new Audi A6 Avant. You see, 
Audi’s largest estate makes you feel 
pretty darn happy about things, as 
it turns out. 

Like almost every A6 you’ll see, 
ours is a 2.0-litre diesel model, but 
this is the updated tax-efficient 
Ultra version, which Audi 
introduced as part of the A6’s 
mid-life refresh late last year. It 
gets the same power (iSybhp) as the 
outgoing engine, but emits less CO2 
and uses less fuel. This means even 
cheaper company car tax bills and 
lower running costs. 

We’d normally go for entry-level 
SE trim because it offers the most 
comfortable ride and the lowest 
costs, but our car is a desirable S line 
version. This gets sportier body 
styling than SE models, plus larger 
wheels (standard i8in alloys in our 
car’s case, but you can go for 
20-inch ones if your wallet and 
spine permit), lowered and 
stiffened suspension, full-LED 
headlights and sports seats. That’s 
on top of the leather upholstery, 
sat-nav, four-zone climate control, 
front and rear parking sensors and 


powered tailgate that every A6 
Avant gets, so it’s certainly not 
short of equipment. 

We wanted more, though; we 
added the £1625 Technology Pack 
(upgraded sat-nav with online 
functionality, plus a colour screen 
between the dials) and heated front 
seats for £300 (these really should 
be standard on such an upmarket 



car). We also went for the £1530 
S tronic automatic gearbox, which 
suits this executive estate better 
than the manual ’box and cuts CO2 
emissions further. 

Enough of the facts and figures, 
though, what’s the A6 Avant like to 
live with so far? In a word: terrific. 
The interior is a thing of beauty. 
Everything you can see and touch

reeks of quality; it’s a mixture of 
plushness and robustness that 
makes you feel good about simply 
sitting in the cabin. There’s also 
plenty of space front and rear, 
and the boot, while a long way 
from matching the warehouse 
dimensions of a Mercedes E-Class 
Estate’s, is plenty big enough for a 
family’s suitcases. Special mention 
must also go to the driver’s seat, 
which is wonderfully comfortable 
and supportive on long journeys. 

Such trips are the A6’s forte, and 
I intend to do plenty during my 
time with the car (judging by the 
envious looks from everyone else 
in the What Car? office, I suspect 
the A6 will be the go-to car for 
any weekend away). It’s certainly 
happiest on the motorway, where 
it feels wonderfully composed. The 
ride is firm around town, but it’s not 
uncomfortable, and the effortless 
steering and automatic gearbox 
help make the A6 relaxing to drive. 

The engine is the star of the 
show for me, though: it’s seriously 
smooth and quiet, even from cold. 
The first full tank of diesel also 
lasted for 662 miles, which means 
stops at fuel stations should be few 
and far between. 

So early indications are that the 
A6 Avant offers a superb mix of 
classiness, practicality, refinement, 
tax efficiency, equipment and 
mile-munching ability. As I said, 
it’s hard not to be smug.

In the meantime. I’m enjoying 
the virtues of this small city car.

That said, there have been some 
adjustments. You have to learn how 
to get the most from a i.o-litre 
engine, and that usually entails 
changing the way you shift gear. 
The short gearing means you work 
your way through the transmission 
very quickly; driving at 40mph in 
fifth instead of fourth gear becomes 
perfectly normal. 

About town, the Corsa’s digital 
speedometer is also very easy to 
read, so much so that the small 
analogue dials have become 
relatively obsolete. 

fuel economy continues to hover 
around the 35mpg mark, well shy of 
the 47.impg Vauxhall says this 
Corsa can achieve in an urban 
setting. It’s a bit disappointing that 
despite our best efforts we can’t 
seem to achieve the same figure. 


on top of the dashboard and the 
boot-mounted subwoofer. I’m even 
growing to like the door speaker 
mood lights that can be chosen to 
pulse in time to the beat - it sounds 
naff but it’s actually well executed. 
The sound quality is also pleasing; 
it rarely distorts, is punchy and 
reveals quite a bit of natural 
sounding detail. 

It’s a good job because the Kia 
kicks up quite a racket with a 
fair bit of wind, engine and road 
noise intruding into the cabin at 
higher speeds. 

fuel economy also seems to have 
finally improved from 36.5 mpg to 
a slightly more palatable 37.4mpg, 
now that the engine has covered 
more than 10,000 miles. 

In other news, the Soul suffered 
damage just under the number 
plate recently, and 1 suspect the 
culprit was a careless driver 
reversing into it with a tow bar. 
Annoyingly, they drove off without 
leaving their details. 

I’m hopeful the dent will push 
out, but if it isn’t salvageable then 
a trip to the dealer will be in order.

WE DISCUSSED OUR TT’s 
specification in its first report 
in our March issue, but now Tm 
familiar with the car some of it 
bears another glance.

If I had my time again, however, I 
probably wouldn’t choose the S line 
suspension, which lowers the 
body by lomm and stiffens the 
ride.

Overall, though, the TT 
is - to my hands, feet and eyes - 
a very good spec. I like this car. 

I’ve visited a couple of TT owners’ 
forums online to see how much

- like it. Quite a lot is the short 


answer. Some think it’s expensive, 
which to an extent it is; as standard 
it costs £35,335, and while it takes 
a vivid imagination to get the cost 
up to the fairly steep £46,185 price 
of this car, adding several grand is 
still very easy. 

At least you can see where the 
money goes. The full-digital 
dashboard is brilliantly fast to 
respond, so there’s genuine 
processing power behind it. You’re 
able to access the data connections 
of smartphones, too. 

There are the other advanced 
features, such as the LED headlights, 
which I’m particularly impressed 
with, too. 

Niggles so far? A stereo rattle 
from one corner. I think it’s the 
cover rather than the uprated B&O 
audio system itself (£1590, as part of 
a Comfort and Sound package), and 
it’s no great bother but I do need to 
have it checked. My nearest dealer 
can’t fit the car in for a month, 
though. It’s a nuisance, but you 
can see why dealers are so busy 
when Audi makes great cars such 
as the TT.

REMEMBER THE ISSUE I had with 
the Mini’s tyre pressures, as 
reported in the December 2014 
issue? It concerned the Cooper’s 
onboard tyre pressure monitoring 
system, and its seeming inability to 
correctly monitor what the car’s 
exact tyre pressures were. 


During the recent spells of cold 
weather, the issue has reappeared 
- set off by the lower temperatures. 
As soon as the ‘below 3deg C’ 
warning appeared on my 
instrument panel, the TPS system 
informed me that all my tyres 
were under-inflated and to drive 
carefully. After 10 minutes on the 
road, the system then decided all 
but one of my tyres was now 
adequately inflated. 

However, this errant ‘one tyre low 
pressure’ warning persisted for two 


weeks, despite my best efforts to 
get rid of it. I checked the tyre in 
question - the rear left - then 
inflated it to the correct 2.2bar. 
Admittedly it was showing i.gbar 
on the garage readout, so was a little 
low, but not low enough to set off 
the low pressure warning light. 

What really made the situation 
irritating, though, was that every 
time I got into the car and started it, 
not only did the warning light and 
beep go off, but the large central 
infotainment display stubbornly 
stuck on the TPS screen. To force it 
to use any other function, you had 
to scroll and select the OK option. 

After numerous failed resets of 
the TPS system, I went back to the 
petrol station and adjusted the 
pressure on all four tyres, even 
though three of them were spot-on. 

Thankfully, this seems to have 
done the trick. The system has reset 
correctly, although it’s still erring on 
the low side with the pressure 
measurements. Maybe that’s what 
it’s supposed to do, but what’s the 
point of having a TPS system that 
isn’t accurate?

WHAT’S THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN RUNNING A CAR 
ON CONTRACT HIRE AND 
LEASING? 

Contract hire is actually a form of 
leasing - effectively it is an 
operating lease, leasing’ is a 
general, catch-all term that 
includes finance lease and lease 
purchase, as well as contract hire. 

FM SELF-EMPLOYED AND 
WANT A CAR FOR MOSTLY 
BUSINESS USE. 

Should I go for contract hire or 
investigate a PCP? 

Personal contract hire isn’t 
proving as popular as personal 
contract purchase (PCP) among 
private individuals and the self- 
employed. Monthly payments are 
often broadly similar, but at the 
end of the deal a PCP gives you 
the flexibility to own the car for an 
extra lump sum or, potentially, a 
bit of cash to put towards a 
deposit on another PCP deal. 

If you find you want or need to 
terminate the deal early, PCP 
usually offers an advantage, too. 
With contract hire, early 
termination typically carries a 
penalty of 50% of the outstanding 
rental. The penalties on a PCP are 
usually comparatively small. 

If you are VAT-registered, 
though, you can reclaim 50% of 
the VAT on the finance costs of 
contract hire and 100% of the 
VAT on a maintenance 
agreement. With a PCP, you can’t 
reclaim VAT. In some cases, this 
can make contract hire the better 
bet, but for most buyers, PCP 
offers the more attractive route. 

DOES IT MAKE SENSE TO 
TAKE OUT A ‘WITH 
MAINTENANCE’ AGREEMENT 
WHEN BUYING? 

Companies tend to go for a 
maintenance agreement because 
it makes budgeting easier, is less 
hassle and can reduce 
administration. For private 
individuals, the fixed monthly cost 
can also be reassuring, but you 
should also work out whether it is 
cheaper to pay for your own 
maintenance. Use the What Car? 
data pages to help estimate costs. 


Generally, the higher your 
mileage, the more viable a 
maintenance agreement 
becomes for a single individual. 
Annual mileage of 20,000 miles 
or more can swing it in favour of 
a maintenance package. As well 
as the potential of extra servicing 
and wear and tear with higher 
mileage, many warranties run out 
at 60,000 miles. 

If you’re leasing an older car, 
consider maintenance. The 
warranty will probably run out 
before the end of the contract 
and while the best leasing firms 
source nearly new cars from main 
dealers, others may supply from 
less reputable origins. 

So do your sums, then balance 
any cost difference against the 
pros and cons. 

WHAT HAPPENS IF I FIT 
ACCESSORIES TO A CAR ON 
CONTRACT HIRE? 

You need to get the permission of 
the leasing company before you 
add accessories, such as mobile 
phone kits or tow bars. Before 
you return the car at the end of 
the contract, it is up to you to 
remove these accessories and 
make good any damage.

The bill for any damage at the 
end of a contract is known as a 
dilapidation charge. The 
distinction between ‘damage’ 
and ‘fair wear and tear’ can 
differ from one company to 
another, as can charges for 
putting it right, so compare 
charges before you sign up. 
The best firms follow British 
Vehicle Rental and Leasing 
Association guidelines. Some 
won’t charge if the cost of 
damage is below a set figure.

What about delivery dates, sourcing 
reliable used cars, finder’s fees and 
giving a broker money up front? 


A BROKER CLAIMS HE CAN 
SUPPLY ME WITH A NEW 
BMW X5 SOONER THAN MY 
LOCAL DEALER CAN. 

Is this possible? 

It could be that the broker 
pre-ordered a new X5 on the basis 
that he’d be able to find a buyer for 
it, or he may have a cancelled 
order. In either case, it is possible 
that you could beat the dealer 
waiting list, but quiz him about the 
basis for his claim. If it’s one of the 
two cases above, ask to see the 
proof, make sure the car has the 
same engine and trim that you 
want, and remember that you 
won’t be able to choose the spec if 
the car has been ordered. Get the 
delivery date in writing, too. 

rVE SEEN A BROKER WHO IS 
CHARGING A FINDER’S FEE 
OF £1000. 

Is this right? 

Shop elsewhere. There is nothing 
to stop brokers charging finder’s 
fees, even as high as this. However, 
unless the car is very exclusive or 
you’re jumping a long queue for an 
in-demand model, £1000 is steep. 
As a general rule, most reputable 
brokers earn their commission 
from the dealer, not the customer 
so be wary if you’re asked to pay 
the broker any money. 

IS IT SAFE TO PAY MONEY TO 
A BROKER BEFORE F VE 
TAKEN DELIVERY OF A CAR? 

It puts you in a very vulnerable 
position, even if the broker is 
trustworthy. If the broker goes 
bust before your car has arrived, 
you may not see the car or the 
money. The safest options are to 
use a broker who insists you pay 
the dealer directly for the car, or 
pay the money into an ‘escrow’ 
holding account until the car is 
ready for delivery. If you have 
handed cash to a broker, get 
written proof that the supplying 
dealer has received your money. 

CAN BROKERS SUPPLY USED 
AS WELL AS NEW CARS? 

Yes. The majority of new-car 
brokers also supply nearly new 
motors and the savings compared 
with the DIY route are broadly 
similar. Likewise, the usual caveats 
about using a broker also apply. 


Also, if the car is only a few 
months old, it’s worth ensuring 
that it isn’t a ‘dealer return’ - a new 
car returned by a customer 
because it was sub-standard. 

IF I BUY FROM A BROKER, 
WHAT FINANCE AND 
WARRANTY CAN I EXPECT? 

Most brokers don’t offer finance 
directly, but they can notify the 
dealer that you’re interested in 
paying for your car this way, and 
from then on, your dealer will 
discuss your options with you 
and conduct the transaction as 
normal. Every new car, whether 
you find it in a showroom or via 
a broker, comes with a full 
manufacturer’s warranty. 

WHERE DO BROKERS SOURCE 
THEIR CARS? 

Although some brokers specialise 
in imports, the majority deal in UK 
models, supplied by UK dealers. 
They’ve already negotiated 
discounts, so save you hassle and 
time but it’s possible to beat a 
broker’s price if you’re determined. 
Most brokers refer you to the 
dealer, and from then on you deal 
direct. As the car is supplied by a 
dealer you have a right to expect 
the same service as if you’d 
walked in off the street.

Pre-regcars: 
what’s the risk? 

If I buy through a broker, 
will I be the car’s first 
registered keeper?

Ask to see the broker’s terms 
and conditions before you buy. 
Some ‘rogue’ companies 
pre-register cars to claim 
manufacturer fleet discounts. 
However, while you might save 
a bit of money, this can be risky

insurance. Reputable brokers 
only sell cars ordered through 
dealers where you are the first 
registered keeper. Get this 
assurance in writing, and don’t 
‘accept’ the car until you are in 
receipt of the V5C.
